H1IOGO AND OSAKA. 

The following account of the recent tempest is extracted from 
the Htogo and Osaka Herald :— 

The 4th of July, the anniversary of American Independence, 
was being duly celebrated at Kobé when the proceedings were 
suddenly interrrupted by 8 severe storm, which commenced with 
a squall in the afternoon, immediately followed up by a deluge 
of rain, which lasted until the following morning, when the 
weather cleared up fora spell. However, this was only a short 
respite, for after the interval of a few hours the rain again began 
to freely. At 9 P.M. the wind began to rise, and by eleven 
o’clock ripened into a typhoon. At midnight the storm was at 
its height; reports vary as to the occurrence of an earth- 

uake at this hour— some also are of opinion that a 
tidal wave visited us; whilst others maintain that the fol- 
lowing disastrous occurrences are the results of the typhoon 
only. The sea came rolling in with heavy breakers, bring- 
ing with it steamers, sailing vessels and small craft, dealing des- 
truction and havoc to nearly all the premises on the beach, from 
which many had to escape by wading up to their shoulders in 
water. The whole of the sea wall et ering the bund on the 
Foreign Settlement was swept clean away, and the whole of the 
houses, their rails, fencing, &c., were more or less damaged. At 
the east point, whereon is situated Messrs. Board and Co.’s ship- 
building yard, the violence of the breakers seemed to have passed 
by as very little damage was caused there, but further on, across 
the Ikutangawa, Messrs. Domoney's and Co.’s and Kirby and 
Co.'s eg rere were swept clean away. Messrs. H. W. Tabor 
and o., lost some tons of coals, the sheds wherein they 
were stored being floated up towards the hills, also about 
500 cases of kerosine were floated away. The other cattle- 
yards, &c., received little or no damage, but we understand that 
at the new Ikuta-ngawa the fell destroyer has broken up the 
greater portion of the works which were on the point of comple- 
tion. The houses in the native town, so far as the western cam- 
ber, save and except those on the beach already referred to, re- 
ceived but trifling damage, except such as was caused by inunda- 
tion. At the west point, however, Messrs. Fitzgerald and Strome’s 
premises and gear received some very rough treatment, but a lit- 
tle further on, where stood the Hiogo foundry, belonging to Mr. 
Wignall, now stands a complete wreck. The house in which he 
resided was battered down and carried are a large boat be- 
longing to Mesars. Nachtigal and Co. Mr. Wignall, wife, child, 
brother and book-keeper escaped with their lives only, most peril. 
ously ; as three servants were following behind to get through the 
window of the foundry they were washed away and have not since 
been heard of. At the Vulcan Iron Works the damage was inconsi- 
derable in comparison, and at Hiogo also. The Fukuwara has been 
pretty well knocked about. The greatest sufferers on the beach are 

essrs. Carroll and Co., whose premises must have received the full 
brunt of the storm.‘ The new hotel building on the corner—to have 
been opened on the first proximo—came sadly to grief, the upper 
foundation stones under the doorway and along the whole 
front, as also the verandah, were washed away, whilst several 
of the rooms received a general smash in. ‘The two next 
Paul Frank, and Mr. C. Wiggins 
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(Messrs. Carroll and Co.) were likewise deprived of their ve- 
randahs and ornamental work. At the store of Messrs. Cur- 
roll and Co., the iron doors were battered out by the séa in- 
side and the whole place was inundated, the verandah was 
carried away, and other serious damages caused to the whole 
building. Adjoining, Messrs. Tillson and Co.'s butcher's shop and 
front of dwelling house were‘entirely destroyed. In the remain- 
ing portion of Carroll-buildings, where has been temporarily car- 
ried on the Belle Vue billiard saloon, there is one billiard table 
and bar counter as standing monuments of its former greatness. 
Messrs. Nachtigal and Co.’s new and commodious store was razed 
to the ground ; the front of Mr. Domoney's bungalow was bat- 
tered in, and the building itself was carried about two feet back 
from its foundation stones. At] a.m. the flood was at its height. 
A very large foreign-owned Japanese-built boat was driven up 
into the town, and landed opposite the Pacific Mail office. The 
inundation extended to within 100 yards of the rear boundary of 
the Foreign Settlement, and people were wading through the 
streets of the town with the water up to their waists.. At half- 
past two the water had subsided. 

Amongst the shipping the disasters have been truly terrible ; 
the British barque Pride of the Thames dragged her anchors and 
for some time wore along the bund ; when, however, she had ar- 
rived opposite the United States Consulate, she grounded astern 
on the Debris made by the washing away of the Hatoba,and a 
tremendous sea coming in at the time turned her clean over. The 
eaptain, first and second mates and steward, and one or two of 
thé crew, have not been seen or heard of since. Four of the crew 
were seen clinging to the bottom of the vessel, and means 
were suggested to endeavour to save them. A boat was pro- 
pured, but an attempt to launch her failed, in consequence of 
her partially filling with water and there being no oars to propel 
her. However, situs was procured, and Messrs, Sim, Stewart and 
Blackwell volunteered and swam off with it to the wreck. By this 
means and the co-operation of a number of gentlemen on shore 
the boat was hauled out and the poor men on the wreck rescued. 
The three steamers plying between this port and Osaka, and 
owned by the China and Japan Trading Conpeny: were] taken 
clean over the new éea wall, the wrecks of which are now lying 
upon the beach. The Rising Sun was broken up, and the Sakuta- 
maru and two others were landed high and dry considerably the 
‘worse for rough usage. The loss of native craft has been esti- 
mated by a Japanese ship-master to be over 200. The beach has 
been washed away some four or five feet lower by the force of the 
water. The total loss has been estimated at about half a million 
of dollars. Weare informed by natives that a similar occurrence 
took place some thirty years ago, and that another need not be 
expected during this century. We hope the prognostication may 
prove a correct one. 

At the naval Court of Inquiry held at the British Consulate, 
befere Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Enslie, Mr. Browne, and Captains 
Roskel and J. J. Smith, it was decided that, considering the 
acanty evidence obtainable, owing to the loss of the captain, two 
mates and steward, no blame can be attached to any body, and 
that the loss of the British barque Pride of the Thames was only 
owing to stress of weather.

SHANGHAI. 

. Dates from this port extend to the 28th July, The London 
mail (P. and 0.) of the 2nd June arrived out on the 17th, and the 
following French mail of 9th June on the 23rd July. 

. The following items are from the Vorth China Herald :— 

A meeting of Treaty Consuls was held on the 12th July, to 
discuss the Transit dues difficulty which has lately arisen, and 
various other questions. The Consuls declined to sanction the 
new form of application for Transit passes. : 

The Japanese Ambassador to China, Date, Prince of Uwajima 
arrived on the 13th, by the steamer Goi/en Age. The Japanese 
flag was first hoisted at the Consulate on that day. His Excel- 
lency’s mission, according to the Japan 7'imes, is to make a com- 
mercial treaty, similar to those already concluded with European 
nations. 

By a curiows and perhaps not wholly accidental coincidence, 
the anniversary of the Tientsin Massacre—June 2l1st—was 
marked at Chefoo by a very considerable assemblage of men-of- 
war of different nationalities, numbering seven large vessels in 
all. First and foremost was H.B.M. iron-clad frigate Ocean, Capt. 
Hewett, V.C., which arrived on the 19th inst., from Nagasaki. Be- 
sides this stately vessel there werein harbour H.M.corvette Barrosa, 
despatch vessel Salamis (flying the flag of Vice-Admiral Sir Henry 
Kellett, K.C.B.), and troopship Adventure, with the marine batta- 
lion on board. The French iron-clad corvette Admu and corvette 
Cosmao, with the Prussian frigate J/ertha, complete the list of 
what is probably the heaviest squadron that has ever rendez- 
voused so far to the northward in these waters. ‘The 20th June, 
being the anniversary of Queen Victuria’s accession, was cele- 
brated by a Royal salute at midday from all the vessels in har- 
bour, the men-of-war and merchant vessels in port having also 
“dressed ship” for the day. On the following day the ‘l'aoutai 
paid a visit tv Admiral Kellett on board the Ocean, and after- 
wards called on board the French and Prussian flagships. 
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We learn with much satisfaction from Chefoo that H.M8. Ring- 
deve, with Mr. Mayers, H.M.’s Acting Consul, on board, returned 
from Korea ontheafternoon of the 12th July, bringing back the Bri- 
tish subjects Starick and Campbell, together with eleven Chinese, 
who were surrendered by the Korean authorities on Sunday, the 9th 
inst., without the use of force. The prisoners had been well treated, 
under the charge of a high native official, by whom they were 
given up to Commander Maquay and Mr. Mayers. Information ob- 
tained by these officers and Lieut. Hassenpflug of the German cor- 
vette “ Hertha,” who accompanied the expedition,'leaves little doubt 
that the third European, Brinckmann, must have met with foul 
play on board the junk, as he did not landin Korea. The Ring- 
dove visited the port of Li Tau, on the South coast of the Shan- 
tung Lapel on her return voyage, where the junk is de- 
tained, for the purpose of making inquiries there, and further in- 
vestigations will of course be made. The Ringdove alao brought 
back some of the material saved from the wreck of the Chusan, 
and we understand that the expedition has been altogether a 
most interesting one.

There is a rumour, for the accuracy of which, however, we are 
unable to vouch, that the United States Government is in corre- 
spondence with that of France, with regard to a joint expedition 
against Korea. It is supposed that the forces the French can 
bring from Saigon, added to their fleet in these waters, would 
suffice, together with the United States force in China, to com- 
plete the work which the partial attempts hitherto made have 
failed to accomplish. 

At a meeting of the French municipal council held on the 3rd 
July Mr. Forbes handed in documents relative to the proceedings 
he had been authorised to take against the municipal shroffs and 
Mr. Godaert. Mr. Voisin was appointed to continue the necessary 
proceedings, during Mr. Forbes’s temporary absence ; and it was 
resolved that Mr. Weill be required to continue the peers 
tions, but that the special committee be dissolved, as the affair 
was already before the proper tribunals. A scheme for reorgan- 
ising the system of collection was submitted, and time taken to 
consider it. An application was received from the collecting 
shroffs and from Mr Godaert for their salary for the month of 
June. It was resolved to pay the same into the chest of the 
French Consulate-General, pending a further decision. An ap- 
plication from Mr. Lepissier as candidate for the post of secre 
was filed. A letter was read from the secretary of the Englis' 
council, accepting an offer to contribute Tls. 200 towards the 
creation of a Home for distressed foreigners, and promising to 
receive any such who might be sent from this concession. 

Dr. Henderson, as municipal health officer, has drawn up & 
concise memorandum on sunstroke, for the guidance more espe- 
cially of masters of ships lying in the river, but which may give 
useful information to newcomers on shore. 

The interminable and irritating Soochow Creek Bridge question 
has been brought up again in full force, in the minutes of a 
Municipal Council meeting. The failure of the Bridge Company 

| to complete the new bridge by the 1st July, 1871, broke the con- 
| tract binding the Council to pay Tis. 1,500 a year to commute 
foreign tolls. Negotiations were entered into, with a view to 
purchase the bridge or to renew the commutation, but seem to 
have had an unsatisfactory termination. We expect the only 
solution will be for the public to build a bridge themselves. For 
the Bridge Company to speak of the cost of the present bridge, 
and eighteen years tolls, as the terms of sale, is extravagant. 

The Chinese have been praying for rain for some time, and 
spending a lot of money in dragon processions to propitiate the 
god. A storm happened on July 24, which was, of course, looked 
upon as a direct result of their prayers, instead of a natural in- 
cident after a number of hot days. 

Tientsin seems to be suffering from a practical illustration of 
the old adage that it never rains but it pours. Usually, the com- 
plaint is, want of rain; and failure of the crops is constantly ap- 
prehended from this cause. Now the whole country is flooded, 
and the crops are threatened from excess of water. The four 
men arrested for the murder of the Russians last year have been 
released. 

The water is five feet below the level of the bund at Hankow, 
and twelve feet below the highest level of last year. Residents 
hope, therefore, to escape a flood this year, and anticipate a large 
trade in imports, in consequence. There have been large settle- 
ments of tea during the fortnight, as well as large shipments to 
Shanghai on native account. 

It is feared that the losses hy the late typhoon in Japan are not 
all known yet, and that they will be found to include some out 
at sea. Anxiety is felt rezarding the American schooner Roliing 
Wace, which left for Shanvhaia short time before the typhoon 
occurred, and is now some thirty days out. 

The two Chinese and one Japanese saved from the Vuwanu

have been again brought up at the Mixed Court. The Chihsien, 
the Sub-Prefect Chen, the Japanese Consul, and a North-German 
assessor were on the bench. The captain of the brig was suffi- 
ciently recovered from the injuries inflicted on him by his muti- 
nous crew to be present, but was only able to say that when he 
went on deck he had seen the two Chinese prisoners with some- 
thing in their hands, and could not identify them as amongst his 
assailants. The men themselves stoutly denied everything. 
though, when first examined separately and searchingly, they had 
made very sufficient confessions. They have now been removed 
to the city. where their further prosecution will be before the 
Taoutai. The Japanese is remanded for punishment, on account 
of his guilty knowledge of the plot. 

A meeting of members of the racket club has been held. The 

accounts show a profit on the six months ended 30th June last of 
Ts. 679.72, out of which it was resolved to pay a dividend of 5 
per cent. 
_ The Tientsin authorities have, we hear, determined on prevent- 
ing the export of ponies from the north of China, owing tu the 
fact that disease has, to a great extent, become apparent amongst 
such cattle and they fear that the stock will fall short of home 
necessities. Fanciers will therefore be unable to recruit their 
stock from this source for the next autumn meeting at this port. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
SHANGHAI, JuLy 27. 
The progress of the late events in connection with the Ame. 
Yican invasion of Korea has been watched with intense interest 
by the Chinese, and it is not at all improbable that the with- 
drawal of the vessels under Admiral Rodgers’ command may be 
followed by a general demonstration against foreigners in China. 
The Chinese version of the late operations, resulting in the de- 
struction of five Korean forts with the loss of three men of the 
attacking force, runs thus:—‘‘Great victory over the Yang- 
Kuay-tz! One thousand foreigners killed! Four foreign war 
ops caught in the river and unable to get out!” 
am in the hope of being enabled to obtain some important in- 
formation relative to the preparation of “Maloo Mixture.” I 
have already ascertained that twenty or thirty women are em- 
ployed in a quiet out-of-the-way “location” in this settlement— 
the house is to all outward appearance tenantless—in separating 
dogs’ dung, &c., from second-hand tea leaves after they have been 
spread out in the sun to dry. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port by this mail are to the 4th August ; the 
‘outward mail, with London dates to the 16th June, was received 
on the 24th July. The following items are from the China 
Mail :— 

Therefhave been disquieting reports of the likelihood of an out- 

break at Canton, and news has*come to hand that a Protestant 
Chapel at Fatshan has been destroyed ; but though at one time it 
‘was rumoured that foreigners might be attacked, matters have 
paased off quietly so far as Europeans are concerned. Though the 
rumours, as is always the case, were much exaggerated, there wus 
sufficient in them to cause apprehension. H.B.M.’s gunboat Thistle 
was despatched trom Hong kong to Canton on the 23rd July. and 
on the same day a considerable number of troops were held in 
readiness to depart for Canton at an hour’s notice, should the Con- 
sul send a requisition for them. It is probable that this prompt 
display of firmness urged on the mandarins to take steps to put 
down the excitement. The reports were to the effect that foreign- 
ers had been selling a peculiar drug, which had very deleterious 
‘effects on those who took it ; and with the credulity which forms 
80 strange an adjunct to the shrewdness of the Chinese character, 
these stories seem to have been very generally believed. The Vice- 
roy has issued a proelamation distinctly asserting that foreigners 
have nothing whatever to do with the sale of the objectionable 
medicine, and matters seem to have settled down into a quieter 
state in the city, though there is still considerablo excitement in 
the provincial districts. 
; e anti-foreign agitators are thus extending their opera- 
tions to Canton, where the all-important “ evil genius” mixture 
has become the staple food for gossip amongst the shopkeeping 
citizens. One proclamation has been torn down from a wall in 
the city. The Chinese have hada current rumour of riots having 
Occurred at Canton, but this has not been confirmed. 

Shin Amoon, one of the two men who were cxecuted at Fatshan 
on the 30th July, made the following statement before the 
Namlioi magistrate :—That he was a hawker of bean-sprouts at 
Fatshan, and while pursuing his avocations one day he visited 
the Chow Mah street, where the chapel is situated. He heard 
one man speaking aloud, saying how was it that the chapel was 
not destroyed, when, according to the placards, its demolition was 
threatened to have taken place on or before the 23rd July last. 
Sin Amoon replied that if any one wished to destroy it he would 
join company with him. Thereupun he was arrested by a police- 
man and was conveyed to the divisional sub-magistrate of Ng 
Tow, where he was preliminarily tried and sent over to Canton 
for final examination. Looking over the depositions, the Viceroy 
offered a reward of $100 for the arrest of the person with 
whom he had been loudly speaking at Fatshan. As the man 
‘was single-eyed there was little , difficulty in finding him 
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out. When both were brought up, further evidence was ad- 
duced against them, charging the former with being at the head 
of a secret society numbering over 160 people, and the latter at 
the head of a company of over 400 members, and that the inten- 
tion of these societies was to create a misunderstanding between 
China and the foreign Powers by the distribution of the “Shan 
Sin Fan” and the spreading of false rumours, thereby excitin 
people to rise against the mandarins. ‘he prisoners were foun 
guilty on this charge, and the Governor-General was said to have 
approved of the verdict and confirmed the sentence of decay ita- 
tion. We hear on very good authority that the “Shan Sin Fan” 
proves to be no more nor less than rice flour! One of the pills 
and some of the powder having been obtained, the component 
parts of both were found, on anatysis by a competent gentleman, 
to be of the same harmless substesnce, except that the pill, in 
addition, was covered with a little rei colouring matter. 


The Daily Press makes the rather m‘artling suggestion that 
Custom-house should be established in Mong Kong, duties levied 
on the same scale‘as at the treaty ports, and the net proceeds 
handed over to the Ohinese, to induce them to leave off collecting 
duties surreptitiously. The free port theory, it argues, 18 very 
good in the abstract ; but, asa matter of fact, Hong Kong never 
has been a free port, because the Chinese contrive, one way or 
another, to tax every junk that leaves it. Wou.'d it not be better 
to recognise the fact and reduce the exactions to .* definite shape ? 
There is some plausibility in this idea; but the fu.*ther question 
suggests itself, whether the squeezes would not go o..* 89 actively 
as ever, even if it were carried out. The arguments p,”? and Gon 
are precisely the same as they were in regard to Sir kh. - Alcock’s 
proposal to make the transit duties five per cent. We su. hut 
is better for Hong Kong to go on as it has been going, ana fight 
the squeezes as vigorously as it can. 

Acharge of conspiracy to defraud certain Chinese silk mi. ™- 
chants has been brought by the Attorney-General against three * 
Mahomedans named Abdoola Moosa, Noord Mahomed Camissa, 
and Hassan Mahomed. The defendants are alleged to be mixed 
up in some way with the business conducted under the style or 
firms of Fazulbhoy Mahomed Essa and Company and Hassamb- 
hoy Goolam Hoosein and Company ; and Essa Ahmed (manager 
of the firms in Bombay), and Abdood Devaraj (late manager of 
the firms in Hong Kong and Canton) were included in the writ of 
summons. The action of the Crown has arisen out of certain 
revelations made before the Chief Justice in Bankruptcy, and as 
nearly two million dollars are said to have been swindled lately 
from the Canton silk merchants, great interest is felt in the pro. 
gress of the case. The examination of the first witness for the 
prosecution before the magistrate has already extended over threo 
days, and is yet unfinished. The case stands adjourned. 

A Canton correspondent informs us of the presentation to Mr. 
David Gillies, the superintendent of the Hong Kong and Wham - 
poa Dock Company, on the occasion of his leaving,Canton, of a 
silver vase on the part of the European foremen and clerks, anda 
richly embroidered red satin banner,—in the centre of which, in 
characters of gold, was a complimentary address—on the part of 
the Chinese workmen engaged in the docks. The silver vase was 
presented by Mr. Welsby, accompanied by a neat speech. The 
banner was, by the Chinese who were present in consequence of 
their inability to speak English, placed in the hands of the vener- 
able Archdeacon Gray, in order that he, as their spokesman, might 
present it with a few suitable remarks. 

Under date of Aug. 2, advices from Toong Kun City report that 
the residence and chapel of the Rev. J. Nacken has been entirely 
destroyed, and also that the Roman Catholic Chapel there had 
met the same fate. 

Messrs. Spratt and Co. have completed a steam launch for the use 
of the Portuguese Government. The launch was ordered by some 
of the leading gentlemen in Macao, as @ present for the Governor. 
She is well modelled,and her lines have been greatly admired, by 
all judges of marine architecture, In length the miniature clipper 
occupies about 51 feet, in breadth 10 feet 4, and in depth 5 feet. 
She is built of Oregon pine, with teak topsides and garboard and 
oak keel. Her frame is double and close jointed. She is copper 
fastened to water line and through floors kelson and keel. Her 
engines, which are 12 horse-power, nominal, were built by Messrs. 
Inglis and Co. of the Victoria Foundry. Her draught of water is 
3.6 aft and 2.6 forward, displacement 19 tons. Carpenter’s mea- 
surement 26 tong. Ata trial trip, with a party of Macao gentlemen: 
on board, she ran round that island averaginy 8 knots per hour. 
The boat was built from designs furnished by Mr. Nelson Spratt, 
by whom most of the Pacific Mai] Steamers were modelled. 

The Gazette announces the confirmation of the appointment of 
the Hon. Richard Rowett as an unofficial member of tho Legisla. 
tive Council, in place of H. B. Gibb, Esq., resigned. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor has appointed Mr. Frederick Stewart to be 
assistant superintendent of the Hong Kong Fire Brigade. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the Hong Kong Hotel 
Company was held on the 24th July, when the report was adopted. 
The debt of the company has again been sensibly diminished, and 
the directors are enabled to report that they have been successful 
in obtaining tke loan of $90,000 from a local company on con- 
siderably more favourable terms than hitherto paid. The existing 
lease of the hotel building will expire on the 31st August, and 
the board are in communication with several influential natives 
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on the subject of reletting: the-entire building. Messrs. Belilios 
and Landstein, the retiring directors, were re-elected. 

A company has been formed under the title of the Hong Kong 
Wharf and Godown Company, to provide landing and storing ac- 
commodation in view of the requirements caused by the large 
steamer traffic via the Suez Canal. The capital is to be $300,000 
in 3,000 shares of $100. It is intended, the prospectus says, to con- 
struct a suitable pier, partly covered, 1,000 feet long and 50 feet 
wide, with a T-head 240 by 50 feet, to enable not less than three 
vessels of large size to simultaneously use it. In addition to the 
above, it is proposed to erect on this site six large granite go- 
downs of an aggregate storage capacity of 15,000 tons, affording 
7 the storage capacity on the premises a total of about 22,000 

ons. 

The Chinese gunboats have left Macao, and the threatened 
trouble seems to be over. The Customs stations are to be estab- 
lished on the mainland of China, some five miles outside Macao, 
but the inhabitants are still on the qui vive, not on account of the 
mandarins, but for fear of an outbreak in the garrison. Governor 
Souza has issued an official notification, intimating in very clear 
terms that he will make an example of any one found disturbin 
the Public peace. The cause of quarrel between the Chinese an 
the Macao Government was that the Kwantung officials sought 
to place a Custom-house on Portugueselterritory ; and collected a 
number of war vessels off the town. The Macao Government re- 
fused to have the Custom-house, and threatened to fire if the 
ships were ‘not withdrawn. 

he following is from the Overland Trade Report:—The at- 
tempt which has been made by the Chinese Customs at Shanghai 
to intyoduce a clause into the application for transit passes such 
a8 Would have the effect of making it appear that the goods when 
in Chinese hands were subject to taxes in addition to those sti- 
Pulated for by treaty has fortunately been frustrated for the time 
being ; but the whole question has been referred to Peking for 
settlement. The protest made by the chairman of the Shanghai 
Chamber of Commerce is based upon this ground, and attention 
is called to the fact which is too frequently overlooked, that the 
terms of the Nanking Treaty were confirmed and renewed in the 
Tientsin Treaty, and that consequently there can be no question 
either as to the object or the nature of the stipulations agreed 
upon. It is possible even now that the main point will—as is 
too frequently the case with negotiations at Peking—be lost sight 
of in the discussion of a maze of theoretical subtleties and inge- 
nious evasions. Still it may be fairly concluded that Mr. Wade 
will feel himself bound by the dictum of Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
and will, therefore, be likely to withstand the pretensions of the 
oe more successfully than he would were he not fortified by

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 12th August. On the 31st July the Eng- 
lish mail of 30th June arrived, and on the 7th August the French 
mail came in with London letters to 7th July. 

The following items are from the Straits Times :— 

The Legislative Council has been mainly busy with the amend- 
ment of the Police law and the Penal code. His Excellency the 
Administrator has communicated with the Indian Government re- 
garding the amendments made in the code in India, and has re- 
ceived some very valuable information from Mr. Fitzjames 
Stephen. The amendment of the Contagious Diseases Bill has 
been peremptorily speed through a telegram from the Colonial 
Secretary ; and it is believed that this order is owing to repre- 
sentations made at home by Sir Harry Ord, who, in support of 
his views, has ventured an assertion regarding the native cha- 
racter that will by no means enhance the public opinion of his 
knowledge on the subject. 

The Chindras Gold Mining Company, having a sufficient number 
of shares taken up, is about to commence operations. The mines 
are about forty miles from Malacca. 

The B.I.8.N. steamer Rangoon has been purchased by Messrs. 
Kim, Tian. and Co. for $40,000. She is intended to run between 
this and Bangkok. The same firm has also a new steamer of 
about 700 tons burden, building in the Clyde, for the same line. 


PENANG. 

The following items are from the Penang Argus :— 

e understand that the census returns are nearly complete, 
and that they give a population of 133,064, divided as follows :— 
Georgetown and Harbour, 31,213 ; country districts, 30,376 ; Pro- 
vince Wellesley, 71,475 ; total, 133,064. 

The third criminal sessions of the year were opened by Sir Wil- 
liam Hackett on the 8th August. Some difficulty was experienced 
in collecting a sufficient number of gentlemen for the grand 
jury. His Lordship said the calendar was much heavier than 
that at Singapore, and had been so for some time—that Penang 
obtained pre-eminence in crimes far above the other settlements. 
In the south of Province Wellesley every Malay was either a 
robber, a murderer, or, at all events, a man ready to set the law 
at defiance, or if he did not do so himself, was willing to assist 
others in breaking it. 
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On dit that Mr. Dunman, the chief commissioner of police, 
Straits Settlements, has resigned his appointment, and that he 
will not come out again. Captain Speedy, who holds the acting 
Spent at Singapore, will. we have every reason to believe, 
obtain Mr. Dunman’s place. We also hear that Mr. C. B. Waller, 
the deputy commissioner of police at Singapore, shortly goes to 
England on leave, and that Mr. @. G. Evans will probably have 
to return to Singapore. This constant shifting of officers from 
one settlement to another must be rather expensive and anything 
but likely to promote the interests of the service. 

An attempt has been made to fire the growing crops and the 
works at the sugar estate at Golden Grove. Fire was set to the 
canes in the centre of two fields, and to one of the megass sheds, 
The latter was entirely destroyed, but, happily, the flames did 
not extend in the cane-fields. Much credit is due to Mr. Symons, 
the assistant manager, through whose active exerti ons the damage 
was limited to a small area. 

The Rajah of Larote arrived as expected, and had an interview 
with his Honour the Lieutenant-Governor. He left on the fol- 
lowing day, being accompanied, we hear, by Chief Inspector Mag- 
ness, who has been deputed to point out certain criminals sup- 
posed to have lately taken refuge on the Rajah’s territory to 
evade punishment for offences committed here some time ago.

TEA. 

YoxoHaMA.—A steady demand had existed, and a large business had 
been done at higher prices; finest grades, having been most sought 
after, had realised extreme figures. Supplies had come in freely, and 
the quality is considered good. The Hong Kong left for San Francisco 
on the 18th July with 139,181 Ibs. Tea, and the steamer Alaska, ex- 
pected to sail on the 5th August, would take ahout 2,300 tons of Japan 
Tea. The ship Flying Spur was loading for New York. 


Hanxow.—The following is Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s 
Report, dated Hankow, 22nd July :—A steady business has contiuued 
here, and we have now to advise settlement of 17,316 chests, and 21,363 
half-chests. In the corresponding fortnight of last year settlements 
amounted only to 3,860 chests. This increase is in great measure ac- 
counted for by the much larger quantity of Tea shown on our market 
this year. All the better parcels have been readily taken at full rates, 
the settlements of the last few days showing even a slight advance in 
price, although there is not the same quality of Tea offering. The Tea- 
men are very firm, and rather than make any reduction have preferred 
shipping to Shanghai, the quantity thus forwarded being for the fortnight 
25,131 chests, 9,029 half-chests. The settlements are all of second crop 
leaf, and the greater part have been at Tls. 18 to 19, a few better parcels 
costing up to Tls. 23. Shuntams and similar low class Teas have not 
been in favour and have mostly been forwarded to Shanghai for sale. The 
third crop leaf is expected in the course of the next week. We quote 
fair to good Oonfars and Oopacks Tis, 16 to 21. Shuntum packed, Tls, 
114 to 12. Settlements since 8th July :—3,464 chests 6,568 half-chests 
at 1/5$d. to 1/7}d. per lb.; 11, 303 chests 18,875 half-chests at 1/24d. to 
1/5d. per Ib. ; 2,549 chests 920 half-chests at 1/0}d. to 1/1d per Ib.. 


Krux1ran6.—About 15 chops Ningchow had been settled et Tis. 
18.7.6 to 22; and twenty-five chops had gone forward to Shanghai on 
native account. In Greens there was nothing of interest to advise with 
regard to the new Moyunes, arrivals of which were looked for in about 
three weeks, 


SHANGHAI.—Black: We learn from Messrs. Drysdale’s Circular 
that a steady business has been transacted principally in good to fine 
second crops at Tls. 24 to 27 at gradually hardening rates till musters of 
some 70 chops of second crops were shown, when operators reduced 
their offers for fair to medium kinds; the finer chops were, however, 
somewhat engerly competed for at from Tls, 25.5 to 27, and Teas of this 
class are still saleable at full rates. Towards the close a considerable 
business has been done in Shuntam-packed Teas at Tls. 16.2.5, equal 
113d., and in common to flavoury Hohows at Tis. 18 to 19.5, equal 
Is. 1d, to 18. 23d. We consider them relatively dear. Teas of the first 
crop have all been taken and shipped. We have now had full oppor- 
tunity to judge of the quality of the second crop; it is by general con- 
sent made superior to the growth of 1870, but we think that much of 
the strength and freshness now possessed by the Teas is owing to the 
firo which is fresher upon them now than then, when they did not 
reach us, owing to the floored state of the up country districts, ti!l a 
Jater date. Early in the fortnight when supplies were moderate, the 
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tendency of prices was upwards, and a slight advance was established 
in good to medium grades; subsequently, arrivals being heavy, this 
improvement for sellers has been lost, and the tendency of the market 
is decidedly down wards, except for Teas for price and those with any 
quality, which we quote firm at previous rates. We make the range of 
price for second crops Tis. 2.to 3. higher than last year. Quotations 
(exchange at 6s.1d., freight £3 10s. per ton) :—Hohows, fair to me- 
diam, 1s. 1d.to 1s. 4d.; Oonam, common to fair, 113d. to 1s. 24d. ;

Green : Operations for the fortnight have again been confined to Ping- 
sueys, with the exception of one chop, rather common Fychow, settled 
at Tls 38. One or two chops of Teenkais have come to hand, which are 
held for prices beyond the ideas of buyers. We quote common Hoochow 
Tls, 32 to 34, Pingsueys, ordinary mixed leaf, at Tis. 35 to 88. good to 
fine Tls. 40 to 55, at which rates they are much above prices current on 
the London market. 


FoocHow.—Transactions in Congaus had been on a more moderate 
scale, while other kinds business had been but trifling. Congou: Set- 
tlements from Tls. 14 to 16 had been of rather better value, but the 
lower grades of flavoury and medium kinds were unchanged. Teamen 
had readily met the demand without pressing sales. Current quotations 
(exchange 4s. 5d., freight £3) :— Dust and siftings, 6d. to 84d.; broken 
leaf to ordinary, 83d. to (13d.; fair to good common, 113d. to 1s. 1 $d.;

Small set- 
tlements at Tls. 17 to 31. Oolongs: Musters of fine chops still kept 
back, awaiting the arrival of cargo grades to complete the assortment 
of lines usually offered in ‘“‘ chops,” and it was still uncertain when they 
would be placed on the market. Settlements none. Scented Teas: 
Current quotations:—Common to fair, 1s. 4d. to 1s. 6d.; medium,

Amoy.—Oolong: The business of the past fortnight had been on 
rather a small scale, anil towards the close an easier feeling prevailed, 
especially for cargo grades, although there were very few Teas on offer. 
Many chops settled from muster packages a fortnight previous wero 
not yet tohand. Quotations: Common to Fair, $2) to 24; Good to 
Superior, $27 tu 30; Fine, $32 to37.

SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Cir- 
cular :—Immediately after the departure of last mail some spirited buy- 
ing took place, with a great demand for Chops and all Silks with cha- 
racter, which resulted in an advance of Tis. 5 to 10 on the former and 
Tis. 25 on the latter, whilst oa the common and medium descriptions 
the advance has been about Tis. 15 to 20. As the mail cloves holders 
are trying to establish a further rise, but the advance in exchange, and 
the uncertainty as to the view the home market may take of such 
enormous shipments (viz. 18,000 to 19,000 bales) in one month has 
caused buyers to pause, the only operators now being those who 
are executing telegraphic orders, and who are paying any prices 
asked to obtain the particular descriptions of Silk they want. The 
following are a few of the prices paid :—Koo Fong Sing chop 3rd, 
80s.

CHINESE LABOUR IN AMERICA. 

In view of the evidence of the success which has attended the em- 
ployment of Chinese labour in the States, the Globe suggests its in- 
troduction here aa a remedy against such strikes as are now agitating 
the labour market. Already, the Globe says, in this country we have 
had Germans, Belgians, Danes, and Norwegians imported to aid in 
repressing strikes, but these, when they have discovered the ebject 
for which they were brought, have either gone home again or sought 
employment elsewhere. Now, there is no such bond between Chinese 
workmen and any others; on the contrary, the untiring industry, 
the rigid frugality, and the wonderful power of imitation of the 
former render them competitors of whom even a people like the Ger- 
mans might stand in wholesome dread, Sir William Armstrong and 
other large employers, we are told, are forming a fund “ specially 
destined to provide for the introduction of foreign labour into Eng- 
land.” We should not be at all surprised in these days of excessive 
competition, rapid locomotion, and Suez Canala, if, before very long, 
we saw John Chinaman and party hard at work over here. 


It is nearly twelve months since we stated that it was intended to 
construct a special class of gunboats for service in China waters. We 
now learn that the necessary orders have been issued, and that the 
shipwrights at Chatham dockyard are now engaged in laying the keels 
of the four new composite gun-vessels Rifleman, Kestrel, Ready, and 
Frolic, which are ordered to be constructed and brought forward for 
launching with all despatch. Each vessel is being built on what is known 
as the composite principle, being composed of iron and wood, while 
they are constructed with flat midship sections, which will give them 
a light draught to enable them to ascend the rivers in China and to 
operate along the coast and in harbours. They are each to be armed 
with four heavy guns, two of which will be breech- loaders. 


A curious report comes from Washington, that the Korean battle- 
flags, captured in the recent encounter, have been received at Wash- 
ington, and that in several instances they are made gifts to personal 
friends, and are marked with the names of the captors. ‘Such a dis- 
position of trophies captured in battle,” says the New York Times, 
‘ig in direct violation of the course prescribed and observed during 
previous wars. If the Government could give away all the results of 
the attack un the Korean forts with the flags, no objection could be made 
to presenting them to any one willing to accept them. As it is, the 
duty of the Navy Department to preserve the flags is plain.” 


The Iron Duke, double screw iron vessel, armour-plated, 14 guns, 
flying the flag of Rear-Admiral Shadwell, C.B., naval Commander-in- 
Chief in China, sailed on Saturday last, the 16th inst., for China, ea 
the Suez Canal. The following appointments have been made to 
the ship, in addition to those reported in our last issue :—Lteutenant 
Charles S. Donner ; Sub-Lieulenant—G. H. Bruce.

THE AMERICANS IN KOREA. 

WE learn from the American journals that at a meeting 
of the United States Cabinet it has been decided not to 
carry on the Korean war any further, unless it should be 
found hereafter possible to form an offensive alliance for 
that purpose with Great Britain and Germany. Our Ame- 
rican contemporaries appear to perceive the fact that there 
is very little likelihood of England’s forces being employed 
for any such purpose ; they confess that they “can do no- 
thing with the Koreans,’ and that it is “not very likely 
“ that they will ever have an opportunity of uniting with any 
‘* European Power in thrashing that people.” The result of 
Mr. Low’s ill-judged expedition has therefore been to leave 
matters considerably worse than they found them. We 
learn from a correspondent that the retreat of Admiral 
Ropeers’s squadron is not only regarded as a confession of 
defeat by the Koreans, but that it is being made political 
capital of by the anti-foreign party in China, and that it is 
regarded as likely to lead to a general demonstration against 
foreigners throughout the Empire. These accounts, as our 
readers will remember, precisely tally with the views we ex- 
pressed when we learned that Admiral Ropaers had retreated 
without coming to any understanding with the Koreans. 
We can hardly blame the Koreans for believing that 
they have beaten the Americans, for that is exactly 
what is believed in England also, but we think the 
United States Government owe some explanation and 
amends to the European Powers for having idly tampered 
with a remote nation which, if they found it in an unsatis- 
factory state, they leave now considerably more firmly closed 
against foreigners than when they went to open it. It is 
most discouraging to find such an easily anticipated result 
the natural consequence of an ill-digested plan, and then to 
find that the prime movers of the undertaking withdraw 
under cover of the plea that they “ will proceed no further 
with this business ” without the assistance of those who flatly 
refused their aid when it was first proposed. Until the 
stigma of the Korean retreat is wiped out, there can be no 
doubt that the position of foreigners in the Far East must 
be more or less prejudiced by the recollection of it. The 
matter, therefore, cannot be allowed to remain in its present 
phase. The American Sisypuus has rolled the stone to the 
top of the hill, and it has recoiled upon him. It behoves him, 
then, to use more nerve in his next attempt, for it will never 
do for him to change characters with his brother TanTaLus, 
and only show the world that he perceives what he would 
have, and has not the power to take. 


We publish in another column a very exhaustive article 
from the New York Nation with reference to China affairs. 
Even those of our readers who may differ most from the 
writer’s views must at least award him the praise of candour ; 
and the publication of his present production will, therefore, 
be the more likely to dispel the fallacy too long indulged in 
England, that the policy of the United States towards China 
is a pacific policy. “China must be taught, in such a man- 
“ner that the lesson cannot be forgotten, the advantages of 
“ preserving national faith.” Such is the closing sentence of 


the paper before us, and our readers will be at no loss to in- 
terpret its meaning, 
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THE PIRATE-HUNT AT SALANGORE. 

THE account of this dashing little affair, which appeared 
in our last issue, has been deservedly received with universal 
admiration of the gallantry displayed by Captain Ropinson 
and the small force under his command. Placed in circum- 
stances of remarkable difficulty, in a locality hardly known, 
and with a force divided and endangered (the ships being in 
constant risk of grounding, and the men sent ashore harassed 
from unexpected points, and unable to proceed too far from 
their vessels), Captain Rosinson undoubtedly succeeded in 
teaching the natives a very severe lesson in an exceedingly 
short space of time, and with a loss, which, however deplor- 
able, is numerically smaller than might have been anticipated. 
So far as navigation and fighting went, there can be no 
doubt that Captain Roxinson fully vindicated the honour 
of the British flag, and the warmest thanks of the com- 
munity are not only due to him, but readily accorded to 
him on that account. It is satisfactory also to read 
that no violence had been offered to the Ragan at the 
time when Lieutenant Maupg’s party was attacked from 
ambush. At the same time it cannot be denied (and it is a 
fact that must not be overlooked) that though force had not 
been employed, it had been threatened—and that for an ob- 
ject which we confess we are not quite able to understand. 
The Rasau, heving declined to go on board the British ship at 
once, was told by Lieutenant Maung (we quote Captain Ro- 
BINSON’s despatch) that “ifhe did not come willingly he must 
force him.” ‘Then, and not till then, the attack was made ; 
and, while no one denies the gallantry with which it was 
repelled, it isonly due to Captain Rosrnson to inform him 
that there are persons who ask why, when in intercourse with 
the Rasan, Lieutenant Maupe did not directly demand the 
surrender of the six pirates he was sent to apprehend ; 
and why he should have insisted on the Ragan coming 
on board, after shaking hands with him and convers- 
ing in a friendly manner. That the Ragan should be 
brought on board by force certainly appears to be no part 
of the expedition, and it does not even seem to be likely in 
any way to tend to accomplish its object. The object was to 
demand the six pirates still at large; not to exasperate the 
natives by menacing their Rasan with capture. We are sure 
Captain Roprxson and Lieutenant Mavpe will be glad of 
the opportunity of accounting for this apparent anomaly, 
and of showing that their discretion was not less conspicuous 
than their courage. As the case is reported now, the guilty 
persons got clear off, and several, who were unconcerned in 
the dispute, were shot. This might, and no doubt did, amouut 
toa physical victory ; but it also looks rather like a moral 
failure. Sir Benson MaxweE.t’s letter to The Times (which 
we have condensed in another column) discloses a state of 
things which we cannot afford to leave in suspense. We 
shall wait with anxiety for Lieutenant Maupr’s further expla- 
nation of the whole of the circumstances under which his 
interview with the Rayan was conducted up to the moment 
when the first shot was fired. 


PAPER-MAKING IN JAPAN. 

WE are glad to learn that the very interesting Report on this 
subject, which appeared in our issue of last week, is already 
receiving the attention it deserves from paper manufacturers 
at home. Nothing less could be expected from the unques- 
tionable and unbounded enterprise of British merchants the 
moment that a new channel for the employment of capital 
is opened before them. The high price of paper has now 
become the only one of the “ taxes on knowledge” which re- 
mains unreformed. The last of these, properly so called, 
was removed, so far as regards Great Britain at least, by the 
reduction of the home postage on newspapers from a penny 
to a halfpenny ; and the success of that experiment has 
been so remarkable that nothing but the proverbial 
slowness of the Post-office authorities can account for 
auy delay in a similar sweeping reduction being made 
in the postal rates between England and her colo- 
nies. Our readers will remember that the price of paper 
lately rose so high that we were almost threatened with a 
paper famine, and that large sums were offered for the dis- 
covery of a new material from which this prime necessity of 
reasoning life could be manufactured. Thanks to the inves- 
tigations of Consuls Lowper and ANNESLEY, this great desi- 
deratum seems now ina fair way of being supplied by the 
cultivation of the Kaji plant in England (or, more probably, 
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Treland), and by the importation of the fibre from Japan. | 
From what we have heard, also, we think it not unlikely | 
that some of the processes of the manufacture described in 
Messrs. Lowpgr and ANNESLEY'’s Report may form the basis 
of improvements which paper-makers at home will not be 
slow to study. The new Blue-book has excited much atten- 
tion ; and it explains one of those subjects which only re- 
quire attention to ensure development. 


Ir is announced that the last section of the Great Northern 
Telegraph (China and Japan Extension) Company's cables, 
from Nagasaki to Wladivostock, has been successfully com- 
pleted. As svon as the repairs, which a short distance of 
the P.ussian land lines is now undergoing, are finished, the 
company’s lines from Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Nagasaki 
to Europe will be opened to the public. 





THE DESTRUCTION OF SALANGORE. 
In a letter to The Times on the above subject Sir Benson Max- 
well, late Chief Justice of the Straits, says :— 


“¢ Before the Malays are condemned and the destruction of their town 
is applauded, will you do me the favour and them the justice of allow- 
ing me to lay the facts before you as I gather them from recent Straits 
papers, as well as from the despatch of Captain G. Robinson, for they 
seem to deserve the attention of the public and of the Government? 
On the 14th of June a Chinese junk, with a crew of nine men, left 
Penang, carrying a number of passengers, and a cargo worth about 

. When she got out to sea some of the passengers took possession 
of her, and massacred every soul on board except three of the crew, 
with whose assistance they navigated her to Salangore. This town is on 
the western coast of the Malay Peninsula, about half-way between Sin- 
gapore and Penang, and about twenty-four hours’ steam from either of 
those settlements. At the instance of the owner, a Chinaman (but 
probably a natural-born or naturalised British subject), the Acting- 
Governor of the Straits Settlements, Colonel Anson, sent two officers and 
twenty men of the Straits Police, in the Colonial steamer Pluto, to Salan- 
gore, with a letter to the Sultan, requesting, apparently, the extradition 
of any of the malefactors who might be found in his territories, and the 
restoration of the captured cargo. The Malay Sultan does not appear 
to have been at Salangore when the police arrived ; but his son, Rajah 
Musa, showed every readiness to comply with their demands. By his 
orders a junk, believed to be the missing one, and several Chinese houses 
were searched, and a party of his own men accompanied the Straits 
officers to make search further inland. These measures resulted in the 
capture of six of the criminals, and the recovery of some of the property. 
So far, it will hardly be disputed that the conduct of the Malays was 
irreproachable.” 


A seventh offender was, however, pointed out and arrested and 
then released. Sir Benson Maxwell proceeds :— 


“Whether the Malay chief, in requiring the release of the Chinaman, 
was protecting an innocent man or screening a heinous offender does 
not appear; but let us assume that the latter was the character of his 
act. The Acting-Governor, on being apprised of what had happened, 
addressed a request to the commander of the Rinaldo ‘ to arrest the 
pirates who were still at large’ in Salangore, and ‘to take suitable 
measures for the punishment of the Malays who had resisted the colo- 
nial officers in their attempt to secure the pirates.’ On July4,accordingly, 
the Rinaldo, accompanied bythe Pluto, anchored near the bar of the 
Salangore river, and three boats were despatched to the two banks of the 
river and the vessels in the anchorage, to search for and capture Rajah 
Mabmud and two others, Rajahs Mahady and Masahur. The latter was 
found near a stockude, and upon his refusing to go to the English vessels 
our sailors advanced up its steps. Mahmoud and his followers fled 
within it, and the officer in command of the boat’s crew sent to his 
superior to ask if he might take it. The second boat’s crew, meanwhile, 
under Lieutenant Maude, fell in with Rajah Mahady, and he also re- 
fused to accompany the English party to their ships. The officer then 
threatened to use force to compel him, whereupon he and his followers 
fled to the adjoining jungle, and fire was opened upon our men. The 
Pluto returned the fire with an Armstrong ficld-piece at 200 yards; 
and while we bad one man killed aud six wounded, the Malays lost, ac- 
cording to one of the newspapers, ‘a hundred or two,’ among whom, it 
is said, was Mahady. Our men withdrew to their ships, which then 
went out to sea. 

« But nowcomes the most curious part of the story. The pirates being 
arrested and the Rajahs punished, it might have been expected to endhere. 
But Tupkee dia Udin had, somehow, met Mr. Birch half-way between 
Singapore and Salangore, and had returned with him. Mr. Birch now 
required an answer to the letter which had so hugely delighted the 
Sultan; and as the Sultan, ‘with the usual habit of all Orientals,’ 
endeavoured ‘ togain time,’ Mr. Birch gave him twenty-four hours for 
reflection, intimating that ‘ any neglect to comply with this demand, or 
any unsatisfactory reply, would be attended by very serious conse- 
quences.’ The demand, which had made the Sultan hesitate in the 
midst of his delight, appears to have been simply that he would ‘ renew’ 
the powers of Tunkee dia Udin, and make him ‘ Governor of all 
his provinces.’ After twenty-two hours the Sultan yielded so far 
as to make the appointment, ‘ but with a proviso that the Tunkee 
was to act in concert’ with three rajahs. Mr. Birch, disliking 
the proviso, signalled to the Teazer to ‘land again in force ;’ 
and he proceeded to ‘explain’ to the Sultan that ‘the proviso was not 
likely to work well’ and must be struck out, for he ‘ preferred the re- 
newal of the full powers.’ ‘ His Highness at once acquiesced,’ of course, 
in Mr. Dirch’s argument. He further presented a pair of elephant’s tueks 
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for the Queen, and delivered to Mr. Birch 1,000 dollars’ worth of tin, the 
property of Mahady. Mr. Birch then ‘ cxhorted’ Tunkee dia Udin ‘to 
maintain good government and open the country,’ and the Malay chief 
‘ replied very suitably and well.’ Having thus interfered in the internal 
affairs of Salangore, and obtained some of the property of the wicked 
Mahady, Mr. Birch magnanimously waived a claim for ‘an indemnity,’ 
and wrote the despatch from which I have taken the above facts. 

“The Straits newspapers which relate the feat of arms of the Rinaldo 
express an earnest hope that the proceedings of their local authorities 
will be sanctioned at home; but I think that before it is ratified either 
by the Government or by the public satisfactory explanations should 
be forthcoming on some points.” 

The Chief Justice sums up thus impressively :— 


‘* Unless, then, there be some facts hitherto unpublished which alter 
the character of this transaction, it would seem that because somo in- 
ferior officers of Salangore interfered to prevent the extradition of a sus- 
pected criminal and the restoration of some stolen property, a Colonial 
Governor commissioned two vessels to invade the Malay territory and 
to punish those officers, without even calling on their Sovereign to 
punish them, although that Sovereign was at peace with us, and had 
shown, through his son, the most friendly disposition to comply with the 
demands which had been made on him; and because the men engaged 
in carrying out this unlawful order were resisted and fired upon, his 
town and forts were on subsequent days destroyed, a number of his sub- 
jects were killed, and he was himself compelled, by threats of further 
hostilities, to appoint to the administration of some province an officer 
nominated by the English Governor, escaping from the payment of an 
indemnity (was it for the work and labour done and materials used in 
destroying the place 2) by immediate and unconditional acceptance of 
the terms dictated to him. Is such a transaction deserving of ap- 
proval? I think not. Not only on account of the Sultan of Salaugore 
and his subjects, but far more for our own fair fame, I trust that it will 
meet with nothing but condemnation in this country. Such executions 
are not glorious even when they are necessary; for what can Malay 
stockades and guns do against the ships and artillery of Europe? But 
when they are not necessary, when, on the contrary, they are unjust and 
wanton, they are exploits of which I abstain from saying more than 
Leanigina should taise a blush of shame and indignation on every Eng- 
lish face.’ 





AMERICAN RELATIONS WITH CHINA. 
(NEW YORK NATION.) 

Two years ago it was supposed by many in America, and perhaps by 
some in Europe, that China was entering upon a new course of interna- 
tional action. The embassy. sent out under Mr. Burlingame was taken 
to be an announcement by the highest authority that this empire, beside 
which the States of Europe are the creatures of a day, possessing a civi- 
lisation wonderful in its character, but hoary and decrepit with age, 
which had for centuries been taken as the type of formation and fixed- 
ness, was about to commence a new development of energy and great- 
ness, under the guidance of the principles and practices which the mo- 
dern international code inculcates and enforces. The expectations have 
failed. The hopes of Christendom—religious, political, and mercantile 
—have been disappointed; and the problem of the relations between 
the civilised world and China stands yet unsolved. Can it be that the 
rifle and the shell are the only solvents? In order to understand the 
exact conditions of this problem, and the nature of our relations with 
China, we must refer to the important provisions of existing treaties. 

Prior to the year 1858 foreigners were rigorously confined to a few 
points upon the coast; intercourse with the natives, except in these 
small districts, was forbidden; official communications and negotiations 
were carried on through inferior officials, approach to the Emperor, and 
even to his higher ministers, being refused. There were a few occa- 
sions when these strict rules were waivedl or suspended, but they were 
temporary and exceptional, and did not change the general conduct and 
disposition of the Chinese Government. The great nations of Europe 
had long demanded that their representatives should reside at Peking, 
near the Court of the Emperor, and be admitted to his presence, and 
that they should transact their affairs with his privy council or imme- 
diate ministers. This demand had been steadily rejected. In 1857, 
upon the occurrence of some local outrage, Great Britain and France 
united their forces with an avowed and common design to bring the 
Chinese Government to terms. Their combined armies, after overcoming 
all opposition at the coast, penetrated the country until they reached 
Tientsin, ninety miles from Peking. The Russian minister and the 
American minister, Mr. Reed, accompanied this expedition, ready to 
obtain for their respective countries any advantage which might result 
from it, but taking no part as actors in the invasion. At Tientsin the 
army was met by commissioners from the Emperor, who negotiated a 
treaty with each of the Powers represented—Great Britain, France, 
Russia, and the United States. That concluded with the United States 
is known as the Treaty of Tientsin, and was signed June 18, 1858. 
Article I. pledges the good offices and help of the United States in 
bringing about the amicable settlement of disputes between China and 
other nations. 

Articles IV.-X. relate to the official intercourse and communication 
between the representatives of the United States and the Chinese Go- 
vernment. 

This intercourse is ordinarily to be carried on with the local gover- 
nors ; but the American Minister, upon matters of business, and not 
oftener than once in each year, may visit the capital, and there confer 
with members of the Privy Council. It is added, however, that if the 
representatives of other powers shall be permitted to reside at Peking, 
the American Minister shall be entitled to the eame privilege. United 
States Consuls may be appointed for the ports which shall be open to 
commerce. 

Articles XI.-XIII. promise protection to the persons and property of 
American citizens residing within the districts open to them. 

Article XIV. makes seven ports free to foreign commerce and resi- 
dents. Their number was increased to eleven by subsequent treaties 
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with other Powers. Articles XV.-XXIII. prescribe minute regulations 
of commerce at these ports. 

Article XXI1X. is so important in its spirit that we quote it in full :— 
“ The principles of the Christian religion, as professed by the Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic Churches, are recognised as teaching men to 
do good, and to do to others as they would have men do to them. 
Hereafter, those who quietly profess and teach these doctrines shall not 
be harassed or persecuted on account of their faith. Any persons, 
whether citizens of the United States or Chinese converts, who, accord- 
ing to their tenets, shall peaceably teach and practise the principles of 
Christianity, shall in no way be interfered with or molested,” Finally 
—If any other right, privilege, or favour, connected with either navi- 
gation, or commerce, or political, or other intercourse, which is not given 
by this treaty shall be given to any other nation, or to the citizens of any 
other nation, it shall immediately enure to the bencfit of the United 
States, and of American citizens.” Treaties concluded at the same time, 
or soon thereafter, with Great Britain, France, and Russia opened four 
more ports to foreign trade and residents, declared the navigation of 
the Yang-tse-Kiang free to all nations, permitted foreigners to travel 
through the country, and conceded the most important point, that re- 
presentatives of the Treaty Powers might reside near the Court at Pe- 








The United States, of course, took the benefit of all these additional 
stipulations. It should be remembered that these concessions—and we 
shall see that China has granted no others—were made in the face of a 
victorious army of invasion, after all resistance had been overcome, and 
when the capital of the Emperor lay at the mercy and within the grasp of 
the British and French forces. Not one of them was due toa desire for 
more intimate and friendly relations, nor to any feeling or movement in 
harmony with the civilisation of Christendom. 

In 1868, the Embassy, headed by Mr. Burlingame, arrived in the 
United States. We need not recall to our readers the enthusiasm with 
which it was received, nor the glowing professions and predictions which 
were made inits behalf. The American people and the chief of the 
Embassy seemed to have been carried away by a common excitement 
at least, in all of their public displays towards each other. Old China 
was now, under the auspices and guidance of the young Republic, about 
to renew its youth, to cast away the habits of thought and customs of 
centuries, and to us and to our peaceful policy was due the credit of 
this greatest political revolution of modern times. Such was the bright 
anticipations ; but how meagre and empty the result! The Convention 
of July 4, 1868, which was entitled, “‘ Additional Articles to the Treaty 
of 1858,” did not grant a single new concession, or privilege, or favour 
to the United States or its citizens. Stripped of their unmeaning pro- 
feasions of good feeling, every clause recognised and protected and per- 
petuated the traditional policy of the Chinese Government. The eight 
additional Articles affirm the Emperor’s dominion over the districts 
open to foreign residence, and his jurisdiction over persons and things 
therein ; declare that all internal commerce, except as may have been 
expressly regulated by prior treaties, shall be subject to the discretion 
of the Imperial Government ; permit Chinese consuls in American ports ; 
provide that citizens of the United States in China, and Chinese subjects 
in America, shall have liberty of conscience, and shall not be perse- 
cuted; and place American citizens in respect to trade or residence 
upon the same footing as those of the most favoured nation. Article 
V., in set terms, recognises the right of man to change his home and 
allegiance, and acknowledges the advantages of free migration from one 
country to another for curiosity, trade, or permanent residence. 

After this appropriate preamble, we might have anticipated that ad- 
ditional and greater privilezes of commercial or other intercourse were 
to have been conferred. But no such thing was contemplated. This is 
only the preface to a clause prohibiting compulsory cmigration. Chinese 
subjects are to enjoy the saine privileges in the public educational insti- 
tutions under the control of the United States as are grantcd to the 
subjects of the most favoured nation. The same favour is given to 
American citizens in China. There is something exquisitely ludicrous 
about this stipulation. We suppose it must refer to our West Point 
and Annapolis military and naval schools; but to what Chineso semi- 
naries it can refer wo are ignorant. Finally, the United States disclaims 
all right and intention of interfering with the domestic affairs of China, 
but should the Emperor determine to establish a aystem of railways and 
other internal improvements, and apply for engineers to aid in their 
construction, the United States promises to furnish them. Mr. Bur- 
lingame and _ his fellow-commissioners were received very quietly, and 
Perhaps coldly, in England. Our newspapers, oddly enough, said 
it was because the people and Government were deeply chagrincd 
at the triumph of American diplomacy. In due time, similar treaties 
were concluded with Great Britain and some others of the European 
Powers. If these conventions have any meaning at all, and are not 
mere idle words, their implied effect is to bind the great contracting 
Powers to treat with China diplomatically in the same manner in which 
all other States acknowledging the international law are treated—in 
other words, that there shall be no show of force, and @ fortioré no re- 
sort to force, fur the punishment of local outrages until negotiations with 
the central government bave been tried and exhausted, and then force 
must mean and be open acknowledged war. We say this result is im- 
plied from the fact of the treaties themselves; it is nowhere expressly 
set forth, nor is there a positive stipulation creating any additionel right 
or privilexe. 

In the meantime, during the years 1867, 1868 and 1869, local out- 
rages upon foreigners were becoming more frequent and serious. They 
soon took the shape of a combined and widely extended assault upon 
Christianity, upon native converts, and especially upon the missionaries. 
Charges of the most terrible charactcr against the religious teachers 
were put forth in an official form, und widely circulated. A book, pur- 
Porting to be an exposure of Christianity, and filled with the most re- 
volting falsehoods, was issued, evidently under the sanction of high 
authority, and sent out by thousands to inflame the ignorant zeal of the 
commen people. We may remark, in passing, that tie Chinese seem 
bes be familiar with the trick, not unkuown iz some Western countries, 

manufacturing a desired public opinion by the free use of Govern- 
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mental appliances, and then of appearing to be driven into a certain 
line of policy by the overwhelming force of this same public opinion. 

The movement which we have thusbriefly described at length culminated 
in the massacre of Tientsin, which was openly abetted and promoted by 
the local officials, and at which all Christendom stood aghast. The im- 
mediate sufferers were principally under French protection, but all the 
resident Foreign Ministers at Peking supported the demands of the 
French representatives for redress. The Chinese Government prevari- 
cated and delayed, but at last sentenced a few of the subordinate local 
officers to death, leaving those of high and responsible rank unpunished, 
and promised to pay a sum of money as indemnity. 

Recent intelligence shows that affairs are approaching a crisis. The 
Imperial Government not only refuses to pay the promised indemnity, 
but has made a formal demand upon the foreign ambassadors, ‘‘ That 
schools for the education of females be abolished ; that the teaching to 
male subjects of the empire of all doctrines opposed to those of Con- 
fucius be forbidden; that missionaries shall be considered Chinese sub- 
jects; and that women shall not be permitted access to the Empire in 
that capacity.” : 

The action is a carefully planned violation of a most important article 
of the Treaty of 1858—an article expressly reaffirmed in 1868. Coming 
as a sequel of the Tientsin Massacre, it is a studied insult not only to 
France, but to all the great treaty Powers. What is the duty of our 
own Government under these circumstances? The United States cannot 
in general be engaged in religious propagandism ; but as we have twice 
stipulated for the toleration of Christianity, and the protection of Chrie- 
tian teachers and converts, we are estopped from denying the propriety 
of a further protection. : 

There are, however, reasons of state policy why the Government 
should act in a quick, decided, and peremptory manner, The repudiated 
stipulation is the key of the whole position. Its rejection is returned to 
the old system of absolute exclusion in all things; this is the first step, 
an experiment, perhaps, and if successful the others will surely and 
speedily follow. If we yield upon this point, the whole fabric of trea- 
ties raised with labour and at the cost of not a little blood, will fall like 
a house of cards. We do not urge actions simply in the interests of re~ 
ligious missions ; we urge it in the interests of commerce and civilisa- 
tion. There should be no weak hesitation in the use of force. Events 
of the past twelve years prove beyond a doubt that cipiomatie negotia- 
tions will accomplish nothing. Neither America nor Europe can again 
be amused or deceived by another Burlingame embassy. The United 
States and the other great Powers should unite in a» demand, accom- 
panied by a sufficient display of force, that the Chinese Government 
shall recede from its present position, shall reaffirm the violated treaties, 
and shall give ample reparation for past and security against future out- 
rages, 

“Tnless this demand is eomplied with at once, China must be taught, 
in such a manner that the lesson cannot be forgotten, the advantages of 
preserving international faith, 








BRITISH SHIPPING. 

A Return has just been printed by order of the House of Com- 
mons showing the progress of British merchant shipping. In the 
year 1870 the gross tonnage of ships with cargo entered and 
cleared in the various ports of the United Kingdom for foreign 
trade amounted to 31,624,680. This was an increase of 1,220,996 
tons over 1869, and it was nearly five times the tonnage of the 
year 1838, the number then being only 6,417,556. The propor- 
tions of arrivals and departures were as follows :—Total vessels 
entered, 14,910,742 tons; total cleared, 16,713 938 tons. Of the 
entire tonnage 22,243,039 were carried in British ships and 
9,381,641 in foreign vessels. In addition, British ships with a 
tonnage of 2,829,141 and foreign ships with 2,186,361 were en- 
tered and cleared in ballast, making a gross total for the year 
1870 of 36,640,182 tons. Of these 15,072,331 represented steam 
vessels engaged in foreign trade inwards and outwards, but not 
including coasting vessels. The tonnage of British steamships 
thus entered and cleared with cargoes and in ballast in foreign 
trade was 13,341,058. The next highest steam tonnage was the 
Hanse Towns, having 737,112 ; then follow France, with 251,985, 
and Holland, with 123,708. Other countries range far below 
these. 

The new vessels added to the merchant navy of the United 
Kingdom in 1869 represented 402,918 tons, of which seven-eighths 
were vessels built at home, the remainder being constructed in 
the colonics. A tonnage of 33,805 was also built here for foreign 
countries ; 2,354 of these being ships of war. Of the aggregate 
tonnage of the British Empire, 1,033,247 tons, or rather more 
than one-seventh of the whole, were in steam vessels. ‘The trade 
with our colonies and with all British possessions by means of 
British ships was 5,260,551 tons in the year 1869; with the 
United States, 2,464,012 tons. 

Theo foreign trade of Liverpool in 1869 represented a total of 


| 6,545,764 tons, of which 5,420,057 were British, and 1,125,707 


foreign ships. Of the gross amount 1,370,586 tons were for 


| Europe, 938,723 for Asia, including Australia ; 459,521 were for 


Africa, 2,947,683 for North America, 828,947 for Central and 
South America, and 304 for other places. Thus Liverpool had 
upwards of one-fifth of the entire foreign trade of the United 
Kingdom. 

The number of British and foreign scamen serving in regis- 
tered vessels of the United Kingdom employe in the home and 
foreign trade in 1869, exclusive of river steamers, was 195,490 ; 
of whom 20,158, or 11-4 per cent., were foreigners. Masters are 
The proportion of men to every 100 


tons was 3°25 in sailing ships, and 4°92 in steam vessels. In 1354 
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the proportions were 417 and 7:47 respectively ; showing that 
ships are now navigated with fewer hands than formerly, which 
is explained by the application of steam, and by the great increase 
of tonnage in the larger vessels. 

Able seamen obtained the following rates of wages per month 
in 1870 from the port of Liverpool :—For voyages to the Medi- 
terranean in citing vessels 50s., in steamers 60s.; to North 
America, 65s. and 80a. ; to South America, 50s. and 60s. ; to the 
Coast of Africa, theEast Indies, China, and Australia, 50s. and 55s.; 
the rates from the port of London varying slightly from these. 
For the relief of distressed seamen abroad the Board of Trade ad- 
ministered £37,059 in 1869-70. There were 163 investigations 
into wrecks and misconduct in 1870 under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, and seventy-five resulted in the cancelling or suspension of 
certificates. 

During the year 1870, 5,428 lives were imperilled on the coasts 
of the United Kingdom, and of these 774 were lost. The number 
lost during ten years, so far as is known, was 8,705. Of the life- 
boats subsidised from the Mercantile Marine Fund, 223 were 
under the control of the National Lifeboat Institution, and 33 
under the control of private persons and boatmen. The 284 
stations having rocket and mortar apparatus for saving life cost 
£10,280. It is to be hoped that with the construction of suitable 
harbours of refuge on the more exposed and dangerous portions 
of our coast, and with the development of our system of lifeboats, 
the wreck chart will show fewer dark blots, and the fearful loss 
of life.and property will diminish. 











Foreign Irtelligence.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Sept. 14. 

The East India Budget for 1872 has been laid before the members of 

Parliament. The revenue is calculated to reach about 119 millions of 
guilders, and the expenditure at about 1084 millions, leaving a favour- 
able balance of f.10,635,000. The past two years, the Minister states, 
have been very favourable; 1869 left a net profit of about 13 miilions, 
and 1870 one of 17 millions, These figures are, however, only ap- 
proximate. The financial administration in Java is not what it ought 
to be, and therefore the Minister asks a credit of f.50,000, to enable 
him to appoint some functionaries to go out and investigate the matter. 
It is fortunate that the Minister published the Budget so early, as, 
although the session will be closed next Friday, the members have 
the opportunity to consider the Budget, which can consequently 
be examined in the sections directly the new session is opened. 
The remarks appended to the Budget are very short, but I think 
that the Minister might have been more decisive and less specula- 
tive. For instance, a good deal is said about the desirability 
of separating the administrative and judicial cepartments, but no 
measure of reform on this head is to be introduced by Mr. van Bosse. 
The reorganisation of the system of imprisonment—another hobby- 
horse of the Colonial reformers—is also left unsettled, nor are the civil 
medical services or the department of public works to be reorganised, 
although the present administration is as bad as it can be. Indeed, the 
only important reform proposed is to increase the wages for planting 
coffee in the Preanger regency to f.18 per picul—the desideratum of the 
advanced Colonial party. A credit of f.60,060 above that of 1871 is 
required for the improvement and augmentation of the telegraphic func- 
tionaries, in anticipation of the extensioa of the telegraphic communica- 
tion in Java with British India, Australia, China,and Japan. The question 
of the defence of Java is once more postponed because the bases of the 
system of defence are not yet fixed, and because the Minister is con- 
vinced that there is more need for improvement in the means of com- 
munication, especially for the extension of railways than for costly for- 
tresses. Still I think the Minister ought to have remembered that a 
good deal of agitation prevails upon this question, that the means of 
defence are very bad, and that the inhabitants of the colony will not be 
content with the argument that at this moment there is no likelihood 
whatsoever of a hostile attack. Of course commerce requires better 
means of communication, but at the same time something could have 
been done for the defence of the colony if the Minister had given up his 
penchant for favourable balances. But he, as a financial man, is an 
adorateur of the golden calf. It is quite true the Minister is a Liberal, 
and he has, I am disposed to believe, the best intentions; he is con- 
vinced that reforms in Java are vitally necessary, but still he shrinks 
from their introduction, and continues to gather millions from the 
sweat and blood of the natives. The Minister values the produce of the 
land-rents at thirteen millions, and he states that the introduction of 
several taxes : viz., on spirits, on horses and carriages, the license tax, 
the stamp duty, is under consideration. No alterations of any im- 
portance are to be made in the quantities of colonial produce to be sold 
in the colony. This I regret; a liberal, man suchas Mr, van Bosse is, 
ought to have taken some steps towards the abolition of the rotten 
system of consignments, The measures taken to extend education in 
our East India Colonies are certainly most praiseworthy. 

The directors of the Netherlands Trading Company have published a 
most important pamphlet, in which they state the reasons why the 
managers and commissaries think it desirable that the company should 
be maintained for another term—the third one—of twenty-five years, 
when the present contract expires in 1874. The shareholders will have 
to decide about this question during the present year. I have had already 
occasion to state that opinion is much divided on the matter, many 
among the public hold to the conviction that the Trading Company is 
& monopoly most hurtful to private trade, while others defend its exist- 
ence. But the general opinion is that the Company could not continue 
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business if it ceased to be the agent of the Government of Holland. This 
belief is a false one ; as the pamphlet which lays before me proves most 
clearly. The managers, who have hitherto shown the utmost fear of 
publicity, now give a history of the last twenty years, illustrated, of 
course, by the necessary figures. From these I derive that the profits 
made by the Company during the last twenty-one years amounted to 
the capital sum of f.59,598,879.64, and that f.29,087,579.854 of 
it were profits derived from Government consignments. Thus, from 
the Company’s transactions as an agent of the State, only a 
profit of 44 per cent. of the capital has been made. But the 
actual return is shown to have been 11 per cent., which proves that 
6} per cent. net was made by private undertakings of the Company. 
Under these circumstances the directors do not think that the share- 
holders will be disinclined to continue business, even if the Government 
should annul the system of selling East India produce in Holland. And 
that this will occur within afew years the directors are convinced. 
They, however, are quite certain that the shareholders will continue to 
receive good dividends from the private business of the Company. 
When the treaty with the State is revoked the Company will devote its 
capital to promoting agriculture in Java; the produce of the 
colony will be bought and consigned to Holland whilst cottons and 
other articles of Dutch industry will be imported in return; the 
commercial relations with Surinam will be enlarged, while trade with 
America and with China and Japan will be extended. You see that 
the directors have extensive plans, and, indeed, these are so encourag:. 
ing, they are such remarkable signs of a new life, that it would be a 
pity if the monopolising treaty between the Government and the com- 
pany is not annulled. This should lead to a healthier system of trade 
both in Holland and in Java. 

T hear that Mr. Hasselman, M. P. for Tiel, will resign his seat. 
not aware of the reasons which have led him to take this step. 

By telegraph we hear the news that the steamer Prins van Or 
has arrived, after a voyage of forty-one days and nine hours, at Bata- 
via, Another steamer of the Nederland Company will start next month. 

The liquidators of the Oost Indische Maatschappy ven Lyfrenten ad- 
vertise that in 1872 will be sold publicly all the rights which the com- 
pany possesses in agricultural undertakings in Java. Information will 
be given by the proxies of the liquidators at Batavia, Messrs. F. Alting 
Mees and D. Jannette Walen. 

At the Bourse a dull tone has prevailed for the Dutch Funds. For 
Spanish and Turkish Bonds there has been, however, a good specula- 
tivedemand. Money is abundant, and the Bank rate of discount un- 
altered. Bubble lottery loans are still going on, and with such success 
that I wonder the Government does not interfere to stop this sort of 
swindling.
